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The Reaction of Public Sentiment in the 
North. 

The careful observer of progressive events 
connected with the unhappy condition of our 
country, cannot have overlooked the reacl.on 
now going on in the political sentiment of 
the Northern States. A large and rapidly 
increasing number of the people in that Mo- 
tion have become awakened to the true object 
and intention of the Administration in prose- 
cuting the war against the South. They are 
beginning to ask themselves what they arc to 
gain by the prosecution of this bloody war ? 
and when they look around and sec the wide- 
spread wreck of business, the channels of 
commerce and trade ob truded, their only 
means of support cut off, and hear at every 
turn the wailing of widows and orphans 
made by the relentless hand of war, they 
find butVittlc consolation in the empty decla- 
rations of Congress that the war was com- 
menced and is continued solely for maintain- 
in- the supremacy of the Constitution. 
Starvation and want rend, r the faculties won- 
derfully obtuse to such arguments. 

When the alarm was first given that the 
National Capital was in danger of invasion, 
and a martial spirit aroused, which, for the 
time, absorbed all attention, as must be the 
case in all sudden excitements, the people 
stopped not to analyze the true intent and 
object of the Administration in calling to the 
field, what was then, an unprecedented num- 
ber of men. This army, however, had scarce- 
ly arrived at the appointed rendezvous, when 
the continued tyrannical and unlawful acts of 
the government caused the truth to n 



State Sovereignty. 

"The right of States to demand conditions 
for remaining in the Union, to set up special 
claims of exemption from whatever constitu- 
tional laws may be enacted, and to make their 
own sovereigntvsupcriortothatot the United 
States— these doctrines, we say, must not be 
thrust upon ua uow in any political plattorm 
whatever. " 

So says the Philadelphia North American, 
to which the Baltimore Republican replies : 
That is good doctrine, and, though not ex- 
pressed with the utmost precision, something 
better than we could frequently quote from 
iU columns. Rut what party or political plat- 
form ever did propose n condition— out-i le of 
the Constitution— for remainingin the Union? 
Who ever proposed or advocated such doc- 
trines f Tut to the test the plain question in 
this matter, and let any honest man answer it. 
Suppose it had been asserted by a " political 
party " in the convention which framed the 
Constitution, that just so soon as it was ratified 
by all the States, any State should be at liber- 
ty to pass a law prohibiting its citizens, under 
penalty of civil disabilities, from aiding the 
restoration of a fugitive slave? That imme- 
diately thereafter it should bedeclared that an 
"irrepressible conflict'' should exist between 
the free States and the slave States, and that 
they must become all free or all slave? Tako 
only these two propositions, now cardinal 
doctrines of a political party, and suppose 
them to hare been flung into the convention 
that framed the Constitution, does the North 
American believe it would ever have been 
signed by the delegates of the several States, 
and subsequently ratified by the people? 

Suppose, further, such things had only boon 
suggested, and with them the principle that 
any Stato which should take umbrage at such 
n policy, and repeal its ordinanco of ratifica- 
tion upon finding it carried out, should be 
"coerced" and compelled to remain in the 
Union and take tho consequences of such an 
untoward association, docs tho North Ameri- 
can or anybody clso believe tho Constitution 
would have been accepted and ratified by the 
States ? A man must confess himself a thrice 
upon\he minds of the people, and a dormant ^ ^ hij ba]ief in tllc p0 ssibil- 

clement of justice and resistance to aggres- 
sion became aroused. The long cherished 



schemes of the Black Republican party be 
gan to develop in execution, and tho Chica 
go platform to be interpreted in its true, 
meaning. That element of Northern politics 
which had battled so frequently, valiantly, 
but unsuccessfully, against the heresies of 
Seward & Co., commenced to raise its voice 
against the apparent policy of the rule at 
Washington. True, at fir.-t, we heard but 
faint muttcrings of tho approaching storm, 
then tho more distinct and positive protests 
of the opposition press; but finally tho long 
pent-up sentiment of resistance to tyranny 
and misrule has burst forth, and is now pro- 
claimed in tones so distinct and determined 
as may well striko terror to tho hearts of tho 
aggressors. Tho people, in tho exercise of 
their right, are assembling in conventions 
throughout the entire North, declaring by reso- 
lutions, couched in unmistakable terms, their 
unqualified disapprobation of the policy of the 
Administration, and its obedient Congress. 
This reaction will go on. There is no earthly 
power that enn now check it; and as reverse 
upon reverse to the Federal arms shall oceur— 
which will be tho case if we can judge of 
the future from the past— and as Lincoln 
shall continue, as he will, to exercise power 
and authority for which the Constitution 
gives him no sanction, this reaction will cul- 
minate in an element of such mighty and ir- 
resistible proportions that any further at- 



ity of such a thing 

We have no disposition to cavil at times 
like these, but wo are concerned that facts 
should be fairly stated and positions distinctly 
propo<cd. 

No State that we know of, in or out of the 
Union at the prcsentday, ever set up "special 
claims of exemption from whatever constitu- 
tional laws may be enacted, " and no political 
fthe rule at form ev(;r •, lffl!etod anything of the sort. 

8 It was to escape from unconstitutional tatvs 
that secession has been resorted to ; and how- 
ever gross may be the heresy in tho estimation 
of any, the heresy of provocation which smote 
the Constitution lies in the North. 

The journal we quote talks of States mak- 
ing " their own sovereignty superior totliat of 
tho United States. " This is a confusion of 
terms. The original sovereignty is in the sev- 
eral States, and nowhere else. The States 
have territory and a population, and in the 
latter resides the entire sovereignty. It is non- 
sense to talk of the sovereignty of the Unitod 
States, for there is nothing in which it can in- 
I hero. If there were sovereignty at all, it would 
be in the Constitution; but a Constitution can- 
not be sovereign— it is a thing made. Besides 
the Constitution of tho United States embo- 
dies confessedly only delegated powers. The 
sovereignty, therefore, is that which delegated 
these powers, and that is in the peoplo of the 
several States. It cannot be denied that if

The Direct Tax- Taxation of Incomes. 

We annex a careful abstract of the new 
revenue act, which provides for the assess- 
ment and collection of an annual tax of 825,- 
000,000, and which was passed by Congress 
on Friday. A large proportion of tho bill is 
devoted to details respecting the duties of as- 
sessors, the mode of collection, and tho penal- 
ties for a non-compliance with the provisions 
of the act. The sections relative to the in- 
come tax are of general interest, and tho en- 
tire text is given below:

ASSESSORS ASP COLLECTORS. 

Sections 2, 3, 4, and 6 of the bill declare the 
mode of appointing assessors and collectors, 
and their duties. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury will divide States, Territories, and Dis- 
trict of Columbia into convenient districts, 
and appoint an assessor and collector, who 
must be freeholders and residents in each dis- 
trict. Thev must give suitable bonds, and 
take oath to execute their offices faithfully.

The Dirett'.Tar Bill. 

We publish in another column of this issue, 
a synopsis of the direct tax bill recently pass- 
ed by Congress, which is valuable as an item 
of Information to all of oor readers. Direct 
taxation is levied on incomes as well as on 
property, provision being made that no one 
shall pa'v twico. The inoomo tax is paid by 
all those who receive regular wages or sal- 
aries, all companies and corporations, who 
have gains on profits derived from sources not 
otherwise fixed by this act, and all who have 
incomes derived "from any source of business, 
trade, or vocation, dividends of stocks, inter- 
est of money or debts, salaries, interest on leg- 
acies, annuities, or derived from any other 
source, within or beyond the boundaries of the 
United States." No such incomes are taxed 
if they do not exceed eight hundred dollars 
per annum, after the State and local taxes are 
paid; and, of course, a business man s income 
is defined as his profits after ho has paid all 
labor accounts.

MODE OK ASSESSMENT. 

Sections 0, 7, 8, and 9 enact the mode of as- 
sessment. The direct tax laid by the act is to 
be assessed and laid on tho value of all lands 
and lots of ground, with their improvements 
and dwelling bouses, which several articles 
subject to taxation shall be enumerated and 
valued bv the respective assessors at the rate 
each of them is worth in money on the first 
dav of April, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two. Provided, however, that all property of 
whatever kind coming within any of the 
foregoing descriptions, and belonging to the 
United Slates, or any State, or permanently 
or specially exempted from taxation by the 
laws of the State wherein tho same may be 
situated at the time of the passage of this act, 
together with such property belonging to any 
individual, who actually resides thereon, as 
shall be worth the sum of live hundred dol- 
lars, shall be exempted from the aforesaid 
enumeration and valuation, and from the di- 
rect tax aforesaid. And provided further. 
That, in making such assessment, due regard 
shall be had to any valuation that may have 
been made under the authority of the Stale or 
Territory at any period nearest to said first 
dav of April. 

Persons will be required to give written 
lists of lots and dwellings liable to direct tax, 
in default of which, or in case of fraudulent 
return, the assessor will make Mich lists; and 
in ea>e of fraud the per»on offending may 
also be convicted before any court having 
competent jurisdiction, and fined $800. 
A11SENTEE PROPERTY OWNERS. 

In case of the absence of property-owners 
the assessor must leave a note requiring the 
owner to present the list within ten days. If 
he refuses, tho assessor may enter the premi- 
ses and make the list. Owners may make 
out the lists of property situated in districts 
in which thev do not reside, and the said lists 
shall be valid and sufficient for the purposes of 
•bis act, and on the delivery of every such 
list the person making and delivering tho 
same shall pay to the assessor ono dollar, 
which he shall 'retain to his own use. 
PUBLICATION OF TAX LISTS AND RECTIFICA- 
TIONS. 

After valuations aro assessed lists must be 
published by the assessor in each district, and 
lor twenty-live days after publication appeals 
will be received and determined relative Jo 
excessive valuations or enumerations. No 
valuation shall be increased without a previous 
notice of at least five davs. 

The Board of Assessors must carefully ex- 
amine the lists of valuation, and they may 
revise, adjust, and equalize the valuation of 
property in any county or State district, by 
adding thereto, "or deducting therefrom, such 
a rate" per centum as shall, under the valua- 
tion of the several counties and State districts, 
lie just and equitable. Provided, The rela- 
tive valuation of property in the same coun- 
ty shall not be changed, unless manifest error 
Of imperfection shall appear in any of the 
lists of valuation, in which case they have 
power to correct tho same, as to them shall 
appear just and right. And if, in consequence 
of any revisal, change, and alteration of the 
said valuation, any inequality shall be pro- 
duced in the apportionment of the direct tax 
to tho several States, it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of tho Treasury to report the 
same to Congress, to the intent that pro- 
vision may be made by law for rectifying such 
inequality. . . 

When the assessors have completed the ad- 
justment and equalization, the proper quota 
of the direct tax to each county and district 
of a State shall be apportioned. 

UNPAID TAXES. 
Section 31 provides that when any tax shall 
remain unpaid for the term of one year, the 
collector in the State where tho property lies, 
having first advertised the same for sixty days 
in at least one newspaper in tho State, shall 
proceed to sell, at public sale, so much of the 
said property as may be necessary to satisfy 
the taxes due thereon ; together with an ad- 
dition of twenty per centum thereon ; or if 
such property is'not divisible, as aforesaid, tho 
whole thereof shall be sold, and accounted for 
in the manner hereinbefore provided. If the 
propcrtv advertised for,sale cannot bo sold for 
the amount of the tax duo thereon, with the 
said addition thereon, the collector shall pur- 
chase the same in behalf of the United States 
for such amount and addition.

of this act; and that there shall be, and here- 
by is, likewise imposed an annual duty of one 
dollar on every gold watch kept for use, and 
of fifty cents on every silver watch kept for 
use. which duty shall be paid by the owner 
thereof. 

These articles must be registered and a cer- 
tificate granted. 

THE INCOME TAX. 

Sec. 01. And be it further enacted, That 
persons earning or having profits, gains, and 
incomes, in iheir ow n right or in trust, and 
all companies, institutions, associations, cor- 
porate or not corporate, and corporators, earn- 
ing or having profits, gains and incomes, 
which profits, gains and incomes are or shall 
be derived from sources other than the prop- 
erty by this act subjected to a direct tax, lor 
the year preceding the first day of April, 
Anno Domini eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two, and each year thereafter, beyond the 
sum of eight hundred dollars, derived from 
any source of business, trade or vocation, di- 
vidends of stocks, interest of money or debts, 
salaries, interest on legacies, annuities, or de- 
rived from any other source, within or be- 
yond the boundaries of the United States, 
shall be subject to and pay a tax of three per 
centum on the first day of April in each year 
from and after the passage of this act; and in 
computing such profits, gains and. incomes, 
there shall be deducted, besides the sum of 
eight hundred dollars, as aforesaid, all local or 
State taxes, the wages paid for labor, and 
other charges incident to such profits, gains, 
and incomes, not including personal and fam- 
ily expenses, in such manner ns to leave the 
annual net income of each and every person, 
excepting the deductions heretofore and here- 
after mentioned, subject to taxation under the 
provisions of this act: Provided. That no 
person, member or corporator of any com- 
pany, institution, association, or corporation, 
charged or chargeable with a tax under this 
act, shall be required or be Subjected individu- 
ally to taxation for his or her share of the 
profits, gains or incomes of such company, in- 
stitution, association or corporation which 
shall have been taxed under the provisions 
of this act, and paid in whole by said com- 
pany, institution, association or corporation; 
but where the income tax is derived from per- 
sons residing abroad, but drawing money 
from their property in this country, tho rate 
shall be five per centum per annum. 

Section 66. And be itjurthcr enacted. That 
each and every person, company, institution, 
association corporate, or not corporate, and 
corporator, as mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, shall, on the first day of April next, and 
each year thereafter, cause a statement to be 
prepared and verified by the oath of such 
person, or by the oath of tho principal 
manager of such company, institution, as- 
sociation, corporate or not corporate, which 
statement shall exhibit the amount of profits, 
gains and incomes of said person, company, 
institution, association, corporate or not cor- 
porate, (or the year ending on the said first 
dav of April, which statement shall, within 
thirty days from the first day of April, he lodg- 
ed with the collector of the excise or internal 
taxes for the district in which the principal 
place of business of such person or persons, 
company, association, institution, corporate or 
not corporate, is situated; and it shall be the 
duty of such collector to give public notice 
that he will attend at convenient places to 
receive such statement and the amount of 
tax or duty payable thereon, and shall give a 
receipt or receipts for the amount paid; and if 
any person or persons earning or having 
profits, gains or incomes, in his own right or 
in trust, above the sum of eight hundred dol- 
lars, as hereinbefore mentioned, or any com- 
pany, institution, association, corporate or not 
corporate, earning or having profits, gains or 
incomes above the sum of eight hundred dol- 
lars, as hereinbefore mentioned, shall neglect or 
refuse to cause such statement to be made, lodg- 
ed with the collector and verified, as aforesaid, 
the amount of tax or duty may and shall be 
fixed by tho collector, and after ten days' 
notice of the amount so fixed, if not paid, 
such amount may be levied by distraint 
in the manner prescribed in other cases of 
delinquency by this act. 
Another section allows a deduction of fifteen 
per cent, when the State assumes, assesses and 
collects the direct incomo and excise taxes for 
the federal government.

INTERNAL DUTIES— THE EXCISE TAX. 

After the 1st of April, 1862, a duly of five 
cents per gallon must be paid on distilled 
liquors— distillers must keep a record of tho 
number of gallons they distill; the duly must 
bo paid at the time of rendering the account; 
liquors distilled, upon which tho duty has not 
been paid, may bo seized and sold; and a re- 
fusal to allow the proper officer to inspect the 
accounts shall subject the refuser to a penalty 
of $000. Fermented liquors pay a tax of two 
cents per gallon, and brewers must keep an 
account of the quantity brewed. Penalties 
aro attached for a non-compliance with the 
law. 

TAX ON OARIUAOES AND WATCHES. 
Section 57 provides that there shall be paid

From Manassas. 

The following incidents, in connection with 
ihc Manassas battle, says the St. . Louis Ke- 
uiblican, are entitled to entire credit, being 
extracts from a letter written by a Virginia 
clergyman, well known to many of our citi- 
zens : 

Vihoinia, July 27, 1861. 
I have just returned frem Manassas Junc- 
tion. » » * Of the great victory, 
you know the joyful part, but not the sad, sad 
part. 

I saw many of the wounded, and on my 
way passed through a hospital (Sudlcy 
Church, shops, and huts, put up f'T the pur- 
iose, ) of near three hundred Federal wound- 
ed. I spent somo time talking with the 
wounded, especially one man from New 
Hampshire, w ith a cannon shot wound in the 
'lip, such as you cannot imagine, lie frc- 
uentlv begged for chloroform. His leg was 
I iken off at the thigh in the evening, and. on 
; nquiring next morning, I found he was al- 
rcadv buried. 

Fortunately, a number of the Federal sur- 
geons were taken prisoners, who assisted our 
|iwn surgeons in attending to them. Thev 
f.vere treated as well as ourown men, and seem- 
I d grateful for the kindness of our people. 

Nearly all told sad tales of the deception 
' .radioed upon them to bring them into Vir- 
;inia, and spoke of tho cruelty of leaving 
I hem. Many of them died every day. 

I passed over the battle field, whero one 

unilred or two hundred of the enemy lay 

till unburied, a greatnuinberof horses, broken 

■mi carriages, Sc. 

I saw the lighting preacher, Col. Pendleton. 
Ic silenced Sherman's battery, and the in- 
intry took it. He told me that when infor- 
mation was received of the enemy's position, 
e took his battery of twelve guns five miles 
,i half an hour, his horses goingatfull gallop 
p hill and down. Ho showed me thirty 
.ieces of cannon, with all their aecompani- 
ncnts covering an acre of ground. There 
were sixty-one cannon taken, and probably 
eventv-two. 

You have read about the destructive effects 
f our "masked batteries." The truth is, 
vhere the battle was actually fought, there 
vas not one — nor had we the advantage of 

• ne in the whole fight. It was all in the open 
eld, and they bad the advantage of position, 
s well as of numbers and of guns. The po- 

• ition was in fact of their own choosing. 
Jig one— even the most careless— can fail 

0 acknowledge the favor of God in our sue- 

• ess. The highest estimate of our dead is 
,000— wounded 1,300. Of the loss on the 
ther side thcro is no knowledge, but it is 

1 nown to be many times greater than that on 
' urs. They were" buried by our men until it 
i ecame impossible to bury any 'longer. Our 

• wn had of course first to be attended to. 
The enemy's dead. I believe, however, are 

II buried except those who fell on one field, 
.here they raised a secession (lag, and told 
■ur men not to fire, that they were our 
riends, and occupied the time so obtained in 
etting nearer, and then fired upon us. These 
ead were left until the last, when it became 

yo late. , 
Among the captured wagons was one load- 
I with manacles, supposed to be six thou- 
and. I have the account fron 
horn, and heard it from others. 
I I need not attempt to tell all the feelings I 
1 ave bad, or make any rcl^ccUoni.

Mr. V ALLAN D1GHAM said: 

Jlr. Chairman, in the Constitution of the 
United States, which the other day we swore 
to support, and by the authority of which we 
are assembled here to-day, it is written: 

"All legislative poWSTS heroin granted shall bo 
Tested in a Coneress of the liuited Jsiuw-s." 

It is further written also that the Congress 
to which nil legislative powers granted are thus 
committed: 

"Shall make no law abridging the freedom of 
speech or of tne press." 

And it, is yet further written, in protection 
of Senators Mid Kepresentativcs in that free- 
dom of debate here, without which there can 
be no liberty: 

"That for any speech or debate in either House 
they shall not bo questioned in any other placo." 

Holding up the shield of the Constitution, 
and standing here in the place and with the 
manhood of a Representative of the people. I 
propose to myself, to-day, the nncient free- 
dom of speech used within the»e walls; though

and Clay, and by all the founders and pre- 
servers of the Republic, and utterly inconsist- 
ent with the principles, or the peace, the sta- 
bility, or the existence even, of our Federal sys- 
tem. Sir, there never was an hour, from the 
organization of this sectional party, when it 
was not predicted by the wisest men and tru- 
est patriots, and when it ought not to have 
been known by every intelligent man in the 
country, that it must sooner or later precipi- 
tate a revolution and Hie dissolution of the 
Union. The President forgets already that, 
on the 4th of March, he declared that the 
platform of that party was "a law unto him," 
by which be meant to be governed in bis ad- 
ministration ; an 1 yet that platform announc- 
ed that whereas there were two separate and 
distinct kinds of labor and forms |if civiliza- 
tion in the two different sections of the Union, 
yet that the entire national domain, belong- 
ing in common to all the States, should be ta- 
ken, possessed, and held bv one section alone, 
and consecrated to that kind of labor and 
form of civilization alone which prevailed in 
that section which by mere numerical superi- 
ority, had chosen the President, and now has, 
arid for some years past has had, a majority 
in the Senate, as from the beginning of the 
Government it had also in the House. He 
omits, too, to tell the country and the world

bibited here. Sir, I do not propose to discuss j 
the direct question of this civil war in which 



we are engaged. Its present prosecution is a 
foregone conclusion; and a wise man never 
wastes his strength on a fruitless enterprise. 
My position shall at present, for the most 
part, be indicated by my votes, and by the 
resolutions and motions which I may submit. 
JSut there are many questions incident to the 
war and to its prosecution, about which I 
have somewhat to say now. 

Mr. Chairman, the President, in the mes- 
sage before us. demands the extraordinary 
loan of $400,000,000 — an amount nearly ten 
times greater than the entire public debt, 
State and Federal, at the close of the Revolu- 
tion in 1763, and four times as much as the 
total expenditures during the three years' war 
with Great Britain, in 1813. 

Sir, that sanio Constitution which I again 
hold up, and to which I give my whole heart 
and mv utmost loyalty, commits to Congre-s 
alone the power to borrow money and to fix 
the, purposes to which it shall be applied, and 
expressly limits any appropriations to the 
term of two years. Each Senator and Repre- 
sentative, therefore, must judge for himself, 
upon his conscience and oath, and before God 
and the country, of the justice and wisdom 
and policy of the President s demand; and 
whenever this House shall have become but a 
mere office wherein to register the decrees of 
the Executive, it will be high time to abolish 
it. But I have a right, I believe, sir, to say 
that, however gentlemen upon this side of 
the Chamber may ditier finally as to the war, 
we are yet firmly and inexorably united in 
one thing at least, and that is the determina- 
tion that our own rights and dignities and 
privileges, as the Representatives of . the peo- 
ple, shall be maintained in their spirit and to 
the very letter. And be this as it may; I do 
know that there are some here present who 
are resolved to assert and to exercise these 
rights, with becoming decency and modera- 
tion certainly, but at the same time fully, 
freely, and at every hazard. 

Sir, it i* an ancient and wise practice of the 
English Commons, to precede all votes of sup- 
plies by an inquiry into abuses and grievances, 
and especially into any infraction of the con- 
stitution and the laws by the executive. Let 
us follow this safe practice. We are now in 
the Committee of the Whole on the slate of 
the Union; and in the exercise of my right 
and my duty as a Representative, and avail- 
ing myself of the latitude of debate allowed 
here, I propose to consider the prksknt 
state of the natiox, and supply also some 
few of the many omissions of the President in 
the message before us. Sir, he has undertaken 
to give us information of the state of the 
Union, as the Constitution requires him to 
do; and it was his duty, as an honest execu- 
tive, to make that information full, impartial, 
and complete, instead of spreading before II* 
:i labored and lawyerly vindication of his own 
course of policy — a policy which has precipi- 
tated us into a terrible and bloody revolution. 
He admits the fact; he admits that, to-day, wo 
arc in the midst of a ueneral civil war, not 
now a mere petty insurrection, to be suppress- 
ed in twenty days by a proclamation and a 
posse comitatus of three months' militia. 

Sir, it has been the misfortu 
ident from the beginning that he has totally 
and wholly under estimated the magnitude 
and character of the revolution with which ho 
had to deal, or surely he never would have 
ventured upon the wicked and hazardous ex- 
periment of calling thirty million of people to 
arms among themselves without the counsel 
and authority of Congress. But when at last 
he found himself hemmed in by the revolu- 
tion, and this city in danger, as he declares, 
and waked up thus, as the proclamation of the 
15th of April proves him to have waked up, 
to the reality and significance of the move- 
ment, why did he not forthwith assemble 
Congress, and throw himself upon tbe wis- 
dom and patriotism of the representatives 
of the States and of the people, instead of 
usurping powers which the Constitution has 
expressly conferred upon us? ay, sir, and 
powers which Congress had but a little while 
before repeatedly and emphatically refused to 
exercise, or to permit him to exercise. But I 
shall recur to thisi point again. 

Sir, tbe President, in this message, has un- 
dertaken also to give us a summary of the 
causes which have led to this present revolu- 
tion. He has made out a case — ho might, in 
my judgment, have made out a much strong- 
er case — against the secessionists and dis- 
unionists of the South. All this, sir. is very 
well as far as it goes. But the President 



prune minister, the Secretary of the State, 
declared three years ago, and have maintain- 
ed ever since, that there was an "irrepressible 
conflict" between thetwo sections of this Union; 
that the Union could not endure part slave 
and part free ; and that the whole power and 
influence of the Federal Government must 
henceforth be put forth to cireuinscribo and 
hem|in slavery within its existing limits. 

And now, sir, how comes it that the Pres- 
ident has forgotten to remind us. also, that 
when the party thus committed to the princi- 
ple of deadly hate and hostility to the slavo 
institutions of the South, and the men who 
had proclaimed the doctrine of the irrepres- 
sible conflict, and who. in the dilemma or al- 
ternative of this conflict, were resolved that 
"the cotton and rice fields of South Carolina, 
and the sugar plantations of Louisiana, should 
ultimately be tilled by free labor," had ob- 
tained power and place in the common Gov- 
ernment of the States, the South, except one 
State, choose first to demand solemn constitu- 
tional guaranties for protection against the 
abuse of the tremendous power and patronage 
and influence of the Federal Government, for 
the purpose of securing the great end of the 
sectional conflict, before resorting to secession 
or revolution at all ? Did he not know — how 
could he be ignorant— that at the last session 
of Congress, every substantive proposition 
for adjustment and compromise, except that 
offered by the gentleman from Illinois, [Mr. 
Kellogg] — and we all know how that was re- 
ceived — come from the South ? Stopa moment 
and let us see. 

The committee of thirty-three was moved 
for in this house by a gentleman from Vir- 
ginia, the second day of the session, and re- 
eeivad tbfl vote of every Southern Represen- 
tative present, except only the members from 
South Carolina, w ho declined to vote. In the 
Senate, the committee of thirteen was moved 
for by a Senator from Kentucky, [Mr. Pow- 
ell.] and received tbe silent acquiescence of 
every Southern Senator present. The Crit- 
tenden proposition*, too, were moved also by 
another Senator from Kentucky. [ M r. Crit- 
tenden.] now a member of this House; a man 
venerable for his years, loved for his virtues, 
distinguished for bis services, honored for his 
patriotism; for four and forty years a Senator, 
or in other public office; devoted from the 
first hour of his manhood to the Union of 
these States; and who, thought he himself 
proved his courage fifty years ago upon the 
battle-field against the "foreign enemies of his 
country, is now. thank God; still for compro- 
mise at home to-day. Fortunate in along 
and well spent life of public services and pri- 
vate worth, he is unfortunate only that he has 
s irvived a Union and, I fear, a Constitution 
] younger than himself. 

The Border State propositions also were 
projected by a gentleman from Maryland not 
! now a member of this House, and presented 
by a gentleman from Tennessee. [Sir. Etbe- 
ridgo.j now the Clerk of this House. And vet 
all these propositions, coming thus from th" 
i South, were severally and repeatedly rejected 
by the almost united Vote of the Republican 
party in the Senate and the House. The Crit- 
tenden propositions, for which Mr. Davis, 
now President of the Confederate States, and 
fortune of the I res- ] Mj> Tooml)Si his Secretary of State, both de- 
clared in the Senate that they would be satis- 
fied, and for which every Southern Senator 
and Representative voted, never, on any one 
occasion, received one solitary vote from the 
Republican party in either House. 

The Adams or Corwin amendment, so- 
called, reported from the Committee of Thir- 
ty-three, and the only substantive amend- 
ment proposed from the Republican side, was 
but a bare promise that Congress should never 
be authorized to do what no sane man ever 
believed Congress would undertake to do — 
abolish slavery in the States where it exists ; 
and yet even this proposition, moderate as it 
was, and for which every Southern member 
present voted, except one, wascarried through 
this House by but one majority, after long 
and tedious delay, and with the utmost diffi- 
culty — sixty-live Republican members, with 
the resolute and determined gentleman from 
Pennsylvania, [Mr. Hickman.] at their bead, 
having voted against it and fought against it 
to the very last. 

And not this only, but. as a part oftho his- 
tory of the late session, let me remind you 
that bills were introduced into this House 
proposing to abolish and close up certain 
Southern ports of entry; to authorize the 
President to blockake the Southern coast; and 
to call out the militia and accept the services 
of volunteers, not for three months merely, 



future was arrested and perished. By over- 
whelming majorities, Virginia, Kentucky, 
North Carolina. Tennessee, and Missouri de- 
clared for the Union, and every heart beat 
high with hope that in due course of time, 
anil through faith and patience and peace, 
and by ultimate and adequate compromise, 
every State would be restored to it. It is 
true, indeed, sir, that the Republican party, 
with great unanimity and great earnestness 
and determination, had resolved against all 
compromise and conciliation. But, on the 
other hand, the whole Democratic party, and 
the whole Constitutional union party, were 
equally resolved that there should be no civil 
war upon any pretext; and both sides prepar- 
ed for an appeal to that great and final arbiter 
of all dispatches in a flee country — the peo- 
ple. 

Sir, I do not propose to inquire now wheth- 
er the President and hi* cabinet were sincere 
and in earnest, and meant really to persevere 
to the end in the policy of peiyje, or whether 
from the first they meant civil war, and only 
waited to gain time till they were fairly seat- 
ed in power, and had disposed, too, of that 
prodigious horde of spoilsmen and office-seek- 
ers, which came down at first like an ava- 
lanche upon them? But I do not know that 
the people believed them sincere, and cordial- 
ly ratified and approved of the policy of 
peace; not as the}* subsequently responded to 
the policy of war, in a whirlwind of passion 
and madness, but calmly and soberly, and as 
the result of their deliberate and most solemn 
judgment; and believing that civil war was 
absolute and eternal disunion, while secession 
was but partial and temporary, they cordially 
indorsed also the proposed evacuation of 
Sumter and the other forts and public prop- 
erty within the seceded States. Nor, sir, will I 
stop now to explore the several causes which 
either led to a change in the apparent policy or 
nn early development of the original and real 
purposes of the Administration. But there 
are two which I cannot pass by. And the 
first of these was party necessity, or the clam- 
ors of politicians, and especially of certain 
wicked, reckless, and unprincipled conductors 
of a partisan press. The peace policy was 
crushing out the Republican party. Under 
that policy, sir, it was melting away like 
snow before fhe sun. The general elections

Soldiers of the Confederate States : 

One week ago a countless host of men, or- 
ganized into an army, with all the appoint- 
ments which modern art and practiced skill 
could devise, invaded the soil of Virginia. 

Their people sounded their approach with 
triumphant displays of anticipated victory. 
Their Generals catuc in almost regal state. 
Their ministers, Senators, and women came 
to witness the immolation of this army and 
the subjugation of our people, and to cele- 
brate these with wild revelry. 

It is with the profoundest emotions of 
gratitude to an overruling God, whose hand 
is manifest in protecting our homes and your 
liberties, that we. your Generals commanding, 
are enabled, in the name of our whole coun- 
try, to thank you for that patriotic courage, 
that heroic gallantry, that devoted daring, 
exhibited by you in the actions of the ISth 
and *J7st of July, by which the host of the 
enemy was scattered, and a signal and glori- 
ous victory was achieved. 

The two affairs of the 18th and 21st were 
but the sustained and continued efforts of 
your patriotism against the constantly recur- 
ring colors of an enemy fully treble our nnm- 
hers, and this effort was crowned, on the eve- 
ning of the 21st, with a victory so complete 
that the invaders were driven from the field 
and made to fly in disorderly rout back to 
their intrenchnienls, a distance of over thirty 
miles. 

They left upon the field nearly every piece 
of their artillery, a large portion of their 
arms, equipments, baggage, stores, &c, and 
almost every one of their wounded and dead, 
amounting, together with the prisoners, to 
many thousands; and thus the Northern hosts 
were driven by you from Virginia. 

Soldiersl we congratulate you on an event 
which insures the liberty of our country. 
We congratulate every man of you whose 
glorious privilege it was to participate in this 
triumph of courage and truth, to light in the 
battle of Manas- is. You have created an 
epoch in the history of liberty, and unborn 
nations will rise up and call" you blessed.

commonly known as "tho Morrill tariff'.' 
Just about the same time, too, the Confeder- 
ate Congress at Montgomery adopted our old 
tariff of 1857, which we had just rejected to 
make way for the Morrill act. fixing their 
rate of duties nt five, fifteen, and twenty per 
cent, lower than ours. Tho result was as in- 
evitable as the laws of trade are inexorable. 
Trade and commerce — and especially the 
trade and commerce of the West — began to 
look to tho South. Turned out of their nat- 
ural course years ago, by the canals and rail- 
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Ohio State Democratic Convention.

3. That while wo deem it tbe dutyof every 
citizen to support and sustain the Government 
constitutionally administered, we recommend 
that the Legislatures of the several States 
adopt the proper measures for calling a Na- 
tional Convention, for tbe purpose of settling 
our present difficulties and restoring and pre- 
serving the I'nion. 

4. That the corruption, extravagance, in- 
competency and favoritism shown in the ad- 
ministration of the War Departments of the 
State and Federal Governments deserve and 
receive our most unqualified condemnation, 
and ought to be immediately corrected and 
reformed. 

5. That the volunteer soldiers, who. at the 
call of their country, promptly went forth to 
do battle in defense of the Constitution and 
laws, and in many cases have been compelled 
to servo under inexperienced officers, are en- 
titled to our hearty thanks for the gallant 
manner in which they have discharged their 
duties. 

6. That tbe privilege of tbe writ of linheas 
corpus is one of the great bulwarks of free- 
dom, and that no citizen can be legally de- 
prived of the benefit thereof, except by Con- 
gress, and then only in case of rebellion or 
invasion, when the public safety may require 
it. and that the late attempt of the President 
of the United States to suspend tbe privilege 
of the same is unwarranted by the Federal 
Constitution.

tion of the South, and the closing up of her 
ports/ first by force, in war, and afterwards 
by tariff' laws, in peace, wus deliberately re- 
solved upon by the East. And, sir, when 
once this policy was begun, the self-same mo- 
tives of waning commerce and threatened 
loss of trade impelled the great city of New 
York, and her merchants and her politicians 
and her press, with here and thcro an honor- 
able exception, to place herself in the very 
front rank among the worshippers of Moloch. 
Much, indeed, of that outburst and uprising 
in the North, which followed the proclama- 
tion of the 15th of April, as well, perhaps, as 
the proclamation itself, was called forth, not 
to mcch by the fall of Fort Sumter — an 
event long anticipated — as by the notion that 
the "insurrection '' might be crushed out in a 
few weeks, if not by the display, certainly, at 
least by the presence of an overwhelming 
force.

Baltimore, August 7. 

The Washington Star reports that Gen. 
Lyon was killed in a later engagement than 
the one at Dug Springs, Mo. The report is 
hardly credible. 

Springfield, Mo., August 5. 

Our advices from Gen. Lyon's army are to 
Sunday. The cavalry charge heretofore re- 
ported was made by a scouting party sent out 
to ascertain if the enemy were approaching. 
After our troops were encamped for the night, 
at Dry Spring, seeing a regiment of infantry 
coming along the roud, tbe lieutenant ordered 
a charge, which resulted in killing 30 and 
wounding 8 of the rebels. 

The charge was not intended by Lyon, and 
probably prevented the rebels from attacking 
his main body, which had they done, they 
would unquestionably have been routed with 
severe loss. 

A large body of the enemy's cavalry, w hich 
had taken position on high ground to ob- 
serve our position and strength, was dispers- 
ed by a few shells from Capt. Tutten's bat- 
tery, wounding some 30 of them. 

Saturday morning our force moved for- 
ward cautiously, and, on approaching Curran," 
the rebels, to the number of 3,000, were seen 
posted on the side southwest of that place. 
Gen. Lyon immediately formed bis army for 
battle, and gave the order to advance. As 
our column was approaching a piece of tim- 
ber to Hank the enemy, Capt. Dubers' battery 
opened fire on the rebels, and they retreated 
in haste. It is not known whether any of 
the enemy were killed on Saturday. We'did 
not lose a man, and took several prisoners. 

Our army encamped for the night at Cur- 
ran, and on Sunday morning Gen. Lyon de- 
termined to retire to Springfield, as "most of 
the rebels were mounted, and they might 
flank him and take Springfield. 

Generals Price, Rains, and Parsons are 
said to have 20.000 men urjder their com- 
mand, and Ben. McCullough 4,000, the latter 
well armed and efficient troops, 

Quincv, III., Aug. 7. 

A band of rebels, 1,000 to 1,200, mado an 
attack upon a camp of Union men at Athens, 
Mo., on Monday morning last, at 5 o'clock. 
There was a considerable amount of arms 
and ammunition for the United States troops 
stored at this place, under the guard of troops 
comprising this camp of U. S. volunteers, 
numbering 350 men, under command of Capt. 
Moore. 

The fighting lasted about one hour, when 
the rebels retreated. Meantime, Captain 
Moore, having been reinforced by about 150 
men from Centralis, Iowa, on the opposite 
side of tbe river, gave chase after the rebels 
for about one mile and a half, killing one of 
them, taking eighteen prisoners, capturing 
thirty-one horses and two Secession flags. 
Several rebels were wounded in the chase. 

Washington, August 8. 

It appears from the data of the Committee 
on Ways and Means that tlie total amount of 
appropriations at the recent session of Con- 
gress is £275,000,000. Of this $197,000,000 
was for the army, £35,000.000 for the navy, 
and the remainder for various purposes. 

It is rumored that Senators Breckinridge 
and Powell, and Representative Burnett, of 
Ky., will resign their seats in Congress 
They are quite disgusted with the Union re- 
sults of the election in their State. 

The Secretary of War has accepted the ser- 
vices of a regiment of cavalry from Ken- 
tucky. 

Aliiany, August 8. 

The sub-committee of the Republican Cen- 
tral Committee met this afternoon after the 
meeting of the Democratic State Committee. 
After agreeing on a call and statement, they 
say the foregoing call is issued under circum- 
stances which require explanation. The Re- 
publican State Committee, at their meeting 
on the Bth Inst., feeling deeply sensible that 
the present disastrous situation of affairs in 
our country demanded, for the time being, an 
entire obliteration of all party feeling, and 
realizing the fact that they, as the represen- 
tatives of a powerful and dominant party in 
the State, could best afford to make the first 
advance, did. after mature deliberation, adopt 
the resolutions contained in the communica- 
tion, of which a copy is given below. 

On the assembling of the Democratic State 
Committee, our communication was presented 
to them, to which tho Committee responded 
in a labored refusal to call a Convention as 
above requested, and indicated a determina- 
tion on their part to sacrifice to party the 
government of the State and nation, instead 
of yielding them a generous support in this 
struggle for political office to restore and per- 
petuate the larcenous policy so shamelessly 
carried on during the late Administration of 
Mr. Buchanan, and to compel compromises 
with rebels in arms at once humiliating and 

dishonorable. 

Under these circumstances, we cordially in- 
vite persons who are friends to the mainten- 
ance of tho Government to unite with us in 
selecting a ticket for State officers to be nip- 
ported at the ensuing election.

Among the resolutions adopted at a large 
meeting of the friends of peace at Warner- 
ville, N. Y'., a few days ago, were tho follow- 
ing: 

Resolved, That we earnestly desire the per- 
petuation of the States, but in the language of 
the late lamented S. A. Douglas, we believe 
•'that war is disunion,'' and that if the Union 
be continued it must be upon the principle 
upon which it was formed, to-wit, the volun- 
tary consent of its members; that any other 
mode is subversive of the principles of self- 
government, and hence, in order to restore 
this Union, the first requisite is peace, to the 
end that all questions may be settled not des- 
potically by the sword, but voluntarily by the 
free consent of the American people. 

Resolved, That wo reverence and will obey 
all laws, emanating from the proper source, 
but will resist with all our united force, all 
military despotism, and mob laws, inaugura- 
ted for tbe purpose of suppressing freedom of 
expression, either of speech, of the press, or 
the right of petition. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the pres- 
ent war policy; that we sincerely believe its 
effect will be to drive the remaining slave 
States from the Union, exasperate the whole 
South, consolidate their Confederacy, bank- 
rupt the North, and render a reunion impos- 
sible. As tho Union was made in peace, it 
should be preserved in peace, and never can 
be by force of arms. We believe and hold 
that the great anchor of our prosperous nation 
is a fair distribution of equal juslico to all 
icctions.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

\\ hercas, numerous applications have been 
inntie to me from ninny good citizens of tliis 
Con monwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mat on forbiddisg the ma nth of any forces of 

this or any other .State or States over our soil, 
to make nn apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forcos at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any Otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this ContQionwealin have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully c\ ident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towtirds any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, for the existensc of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in nny wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of luy fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in my judgment, wise, p> ■aceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordcying States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kcntmky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable war. And 
whereas, the arms distributed to the "State 
Guard,'' composed ns it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain tiie opinions of both parties, are not to 
be used against tlir Falrral Qovermncntnor llie 
Confederate State.*, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, nnd happiness and strict 
neutrality of her people, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between themj and in order 
to rvuiove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purpo.-es to force Kentucky out of the 
Union, at the point of the bayonet — which may 
have been strongly nnd wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Guard," 

Now, therefore, I, U K li I AH MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, On land or water, hove issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially the "United States" 
and the "Con federate States," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any pur] ose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the I-eg- 
i-lative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. I also hereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbidall good citizensof this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
"State Guard " or otherwise, making any war- 
like or hostile demonstration! whatever against 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to be 
obedient hereto; to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their home.-, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, nnd a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land nnd people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume tho armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
